Discuss More Civilian

PROPOSAL that the Corps of Army | 

Engineers be used as a nucleus for 
the suggested Administration of Public 
Works, and that the grouping take 
place within the War Department, 
gained momentum at hearings before 
the House Expenditures Committee 
this week. 

Espousing this plan, Representative 
John C. Schafer (Republican), Wiscon- 
sin, asked Secretary of the Interior 
Wilbur if he was in agreement with 
him, at hearings Thursday. 

“T am not in disagreement with you,” 
Secretary Wilbur replied. 

Other members of the committee, in- 
cluding Representatives Frederick W. 
Dallinger (Republican), Massachusetts; 
Frederick M. Davenport (Republican), 
New York, and William M. Whitting- 
ton (Democrat), Mississippi, indicated 
their sympathy with the plan. Repre- , 
sentative William Williamson (Repub- 
lican), South Dakota, author of one of 
the bills to create a separate adminis- 
tration, spoke against it. As a service 
organization for all of the departments. 
it should be kept apart from any of | 
them, he said. 

Testifying on the same bill Monday, 
Col. U. S. Grant, 3rd, director of Pub- | 
lic Buildings and Public Parks of the | 
National Capital, declared in favor of | 
transferring the construction activities | 
to one of the existing departments in- | 
stead of creating a separate bureau. He 
endorsed consolidation of Federal con- 
struction activities from the standpoint 
of both efficiency and economy. 

Meanwhile Senate subcommittee 
hearings opened on the La Follette 
$5,500,000,000 prosperity loan bill for 
public works. Although this bill, like 
the Cochran and Williamson public 
works bills before the House Expendi- 
tures Committee, asks for consolidation 
of construction activities, it goes far- 
ther in providing for funds to acceler- 
ate construction. 

Witnesses appearing at the Senate 
hearings Wednesday and Thursday en- 
dorsed the principle of the bill, but dif- 
fered on methods of financing the huge 
construction program proposed in the 
La Follette measure. 

Col. Sanford E. Thompson, Boston 
consulting engineer, said the proposed 
bond issue, and the coordinated machin- 
ery for carrying it out, would do much 
to stimulate trade and relieve unem- 
ployment. 

R. C. Marshall, Jr., of New York, 
said he thought the large bond issue 
would be a “mistake.” He proposed a 
“financing corporation” to lend money 
to states, counties and cities for con- 
struction purposes, 

John P. Hogan, New York engineer, | 
took a similar position, presenting to 
the Senator a detailed plan for a Fed- 
eral Construction Corporation, similar 
in set up to the Reconstruction Finance | 
Corporation. Frederick L. Cranford, 
Brooklyn contractor, likewise question- | 
ed the advisability of the large bond 
Issue, 

The La Follette bill was endorsed by 
Merryle S. Rubeyser of Columbia Uni- | 
versity; Willard L. Thorp, professor of 
Economics at Amherst, and W. N. 
Loucks, of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. Former Governor Alfred E. | 
Smith and Frank C. Baldwin, secretary 
of the American Institute of Architects, 
sent letters endorsing the bill in prin- 
ciple. 

Secretary Wilbur, in his testimony 
before the House Expenditures Com- 
mittee Thursday, declared that “the 
next war is going to be won by engi- 
neers.” War, he said, has become a 
matter of mechanical 
planning. 

He suggested that the proposed ad-

The Sino-Japanese Affair 


N THEIR effects upon the foreign 
policy of Japan, developments dur- 


| ing the week at Geneva have worked 
| for the benefit of the United States 


in connection with the Chinese contro- 
versy. The representations of the 
League of Nations, falling far short of 


coercion, as well as the speeches made | 


by. delegates of its members, have at 
least shown that the public opinion of 
Europe, Africa and South America is 
aligned with the attitude adopted by 
President Hoover. The statesmen of 
Japan, aware of the consequences 
which arose from the isolation of Ger- 
many, doubtless have looked with 
amazement at this astounding reaction 
to the policy they have pursued at 
Shanghai. Unless internal conditions 
force their hand, caused in part by the 
boycott movement begun in the United 
States, they may be expected to be 
far more conciliatory than they had 
intended, and prepared to accept a pro- 
posal which will “save face.” 

It has been more or less understood 
in Washington that the Japanese ad- 
venture at Shanghai was intended to 
distract international intention from 
the operations in Manchuria. That the 
Tokyo government planned to remain 
in possession of the gateway of the 
Yangste region was never believed. To 
have done so would have brought con- 
flict with British interests, and that 
would have been inimical to the his- 
torically friendly relations existing be- 
tween the two countries. Japan rec- 
ognized that the last thing Great Brit- 
ain would do would be to enter upon 
a war at this time. At the same time, 
she wanted sympathetic recognition by 
London of the reasons responsible for 
her aggression; and it is a blow to her 
that as a result of the attitude of | 
British Dominions, the MacDonald 
Ministry has been forced to acquiesce 
in the strong resolution adopted by the | 
league. Nevertheless, Japan expects 
that’ Great Britain will not fail to as- 
sist in securing acceptance of the pres- 
ent status quo in Manchuria, which, 
after all, is the region of especial con- 
cern to the Far Eastern Empire. 

Secretary Stimson in his letter to

UNIVERSAL condemnation in the Nation’s press followed the proposal that 

the United States take the lead in invoking the boycott as a means of de- 
terring Japan from her imperialistic policy in China. Put forward by a group 
of educators and others usually identified with pacifist and international move- 
ments, the advocacy of the boycott has not even been supported by that section 
of the press which had been disposed to American participation in a boycott of 


Jwpan if initiated by the League of Nations. Moreover, all but a small minority | 


of American editors are strenuously opposed to the United States joining in a 
boycott under any circumstances. 


“@INCE September 18, when Japan struck at Manchuria,” states the New York 

World Telegram, “The World Telegram and the Scripps-Howard newspapers 
have urged a joint international boycott in defense of treaties, and regret that 
such action was not taken early, when it could have been most effective. But 
now the situation has become so complicated and explosive that the United 
States should take no action against Japan until the British and French atti- 
tude is clear. 

“We do not like ‘the constant and ugly rumors that some powerful Euro- 
pean interests would welcome an America-Japanese war.” 


“TF THE United States took any such rash action, it would have to stand ready |

for a war with Japan,” avers the Washington Post.

| the Washington Star. “Theodore Roosevelt once quoted, in behalf of the main- 
tenance of an adequate American Navy, the ‘homely old adage’ which ran, 
‘Speak softly and carry a big stick’. The declaration of a boycott against Japan 
would not be speaking softly. It would have to be accompanied by prepared- 
ness and determination to use the ‘big stick’. Is this the kind of admonition in 
the interest of peace that the petitioners for the boycott desire?”

War Policies Report 


"THE War Policies Commission, cre- 

ated by the last Congress, sub- 
mitted its report through President 
Hoover this week. The report recom- | 
mends that Congress submit to the 
states a proposed Constitutional | 
amendment defining the power of Con- | 
gress to prevent profiteering and to | 
stabilize prices in time of war. Mean- 
time, the Commission recommended 
adoption of a program set out as a 
governmental policy to minimize profits 
and to distribute its burdens. 

Twelve of the fourteen members of 
the commission signed the report. 
Senator Swanson, one of the members, | 
is in Geneva. The other member, Rep- | 
resentative Ross A. Collins, of Meridi- | 
an. Miss., chairman of, the subcom- | 
mitte on War Department Appropria- | 
tions, disagreed with the majority re- | 
port and submitted # minority report | 
over his own signature in which he | 
said, among other things, that he ob- 
jects to “any recommendation that 
would tend to confer upon military men 
the power to regulate prices or the 
activities of the civilian population 
during war or at any other time.” 

The report of the commission is as 
follows: 

Letter of Transmittal 
War Policies Commission, 

Washington, D. C., March 5, 1932.

Dear Mr. President: I enclose here- 
with the final recommendations of the 
commission created by a Congressional 
resolution entitled “Joint resolution to 
promote peace and to equalize the bur- 
dens and to minimize the profits of 
war.” 

Twelve of the fourteen members of 
the commission have signed these rec- 
ommendations. Of the two members 
not signing, one is attending the dis- 
armament conference in Geneva snd 
the other has prepared a minority re- 
port, which is attached hereto. 

On Dec. 4, 1981, there was sub- 
mitted to the President a preliminary 
report concerning the commission’s 
activities. An extension of time for 
the preparation of conclusions 
recommendations was requested and 
granted in order that certain studies 
concerning Constitutional law could be 
carried to completion. The Attorney 


To the President: 

The commission appointed under 
Public Resolution No. 98, Seventy-first 
Congress, entitled “Joint resclution to 
promote peace and to equalize the bur- 
dens and to minimize the profits of 
war,” respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report and recommendations: 

First. We recommend, in order to 
eliminate all doubt concerning the ex- 
tent of the power of the Congress to 
prevent profiteering and to stabilize 
prices in time of war, that a proposed 
Constitutional amendment clearly de- 
fining such power be submitted by the 
Congress to the States. 

Second. We further recommend that 
until a Constitutional amendment be 
adopted clearly defining the power of 
Congress to prevent profiteering and 
to stabilize prices in time of war, the 
following program be adopted as gov- 
ernmental policy in order effectively 
to minimize the profits of war and to 
distribute its burdens and sacrifices 


equably: 

(a) That the Congress should em- 
power the President, in the event of 
war, to institute a program under 
which prices may be stabilized and 
thereafter adjusted at such levels as 
will minimize inflation and will secure 





tions required in the administration of 
war functions shall be set up promptly, 


(7) That the necessary controls re- 
specting prices, raw materials, trans 
portation, priorities, war trade, 
finances, and related matters shall be 
continuously studied, so that in the 
event of war the will of Congress may 
be promptly and efficiently admin- 
istered. 

(f) Plans prepared in the War and 
Navy Departments for the accomplish- 
ment of the above should be con- 
tinuously revised to meet changing na- 
tional and international conditions, and 
should be thoroughly examined and re- 
vised at least every two years by ap 
propriate Congressional committees. 


Third. We recommend that ne Con- 
stitational amendment to permit the 
taking of private property in time of 
war without compensation be consid- 
ered by the Congress.

The purpose in creating the se 
called War Policies Commission was 0 
“study and consider amending the Con- 
stitution of the United States to pro 
vide that private property may ¢ 
taken by Congress for public use dur- 
ing war and methods of equalizing the 
burdens and to remove the profits of 
war, together with a study of policies 
to be pursued in the event of war.” 

I take it that the object of the res 
olution creating the commissions deals 
solely with the purpose of eliminating 
profits that accrue to certain classes 
individuals and corporations during 
war and that “a study of policies to 
pursued in the event of war” relates 
to policies to be prescribed by Congress 
either through a Constitutional amene 
ment or by legislation for the purpos¢ 
of eliminating war profits. :

(Continued from First Page) 
and Postal service following the 
House’s latest action, but if the House 
recedes on the Agriculture bill, it will 
definitely end the whole thing. 

It is thought likely that there will be 
a compromise between the Houses, lim- 
iting the pay increase ban to the high- 
er salaries, due first to the action of 
the Senate last week in first amending 
the House language so that only sal- 
aries above $3,000 per year would be 
affected, and by the statement this 
week of Senator McNary, leader of 
the Senate conferees on the Agricul- 
ture bill that he would hold out against 
the pay freezing but if deadlocked 
would be willing to accept a compro- 
mise. 

Representative Byrns, of Tennessee, 
House Appropriations Committee 
chairman, also made known his stand 
on the matter in its present state. Mr. 
Byrns, who has led_ the fight for the 
pay increase ban, said that he is going 
to make an attempt to have the amend- 
ment reinserted in the Treasury-Post 
Office bill in the Senate, but that if 
this was lost he would be in favor of 
striking the provision from all of the 
bills. 

The Tennesseean, who, when the 
House went against him on the pay in- 
crease ban, said that its elimination 
would precipitate a demand for pay 
cuts, stated later that he intends to 
back a bill for “cutting the higher sal- 
aries.” Mr. Byrns, moreover, is not 
alone in this stand and many believe 
that if the pay freezing is eliminated 
there will be a strong attempt made 
to pass a pay cut, but that if the for- 
mer is adopted that there will be no 
movement of consequence to cut pay. 

Meanwhile, there are no develop- 
ments in the matter of Army reduc- 
tion. The Democratic leaders who are 
sponsoring the movement to cut two 
to four thousand officers, a number of 
enlisted men, funds for citizens’ train- 
ing camps, and Regular Army and Re- 
serve training, under a plea of 
economy, are sitting back waiting, in 
the hope that world conditions will ease 
up and national sentiment against their 
proposal subside.

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Take Up Navigation Method 


HE new simplified method of navi- | 


gation developed by Lt. Arthur A. 
Ageton, USN, which was published by 
the Hydrographic Office, has been re- 
ceived with great interest abroad, hav- 
ing been translated and published for 
use of the Cuban and Peruvian Navies. 

Lt. Comdr. Cesar Rangel, P. N., re- 
cently translated Lieutenant Ageton’s 
article, “The Secant-Cosecant Meth- 
od,” describing the new system which 
appeared in the Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings, for publication in the Revista 
de Marina y Aviacion of Callao, Peru, 
while Lt. (jg) J. A. H. Rogers, C. N., 
has just completed a translation of 
the article for publication as a Bole- 
tin Hydrographico of the Cuban Navy. 

The U. S. Hydrographic Office pub- 
lication, giving Lieutenant Ageton’s 
method, is designated “Dead Reckon- 
ing Altitude and Azimuth Tables, H. 
O. 211.” All of the usual problems of 
celestial navigation may be solved by 
the new system which is short and 
simple and uniform under all conditions. 
The complications and vast amount of 
computations necessary in other navi- 
gational methods are not present in 
determining a position with the tables 
in the new publication, as only two 
trigonometry functions are used, the 
secant and cosecant. 

Leutenant Ageton, who developed 
the method while at the Navy Post- 
graduate School last year, is a grad- 
uate of the Naval Academy, class of 
1923, and at the present time is on 
duty in Washington, serving as a 
Naval Aide at the White House.

"THE PRESIDENT AND DEMOCRATIC leaders in Congress are agreed upon 

the principle of departmental reform. They are as far apart as the poles 
as to the details. The President will not approve @ bill creating a department 
of National Defense. He has been convinced, it is reported, that inefficiency 
and extravagance would result from such an enactment. He is pressing for 
the organization of an Administration of Public Works, and the Democrats and 
Progressive are in sympathy with this purpose. But there is less approval, and, 
in fact, considerable hostility to the President’s desire to require the rotation of 
Engineer Officers to the Administration for duty in connection with river and 
harbor works. Under the existing method, rivers and harbors are improved 
without corruption, and public sentiment is insistent that it be not changed. 
Indeed, there are advocates of a plan to place road construction under the Chief 
of Engineers. It is too early to forecast what the final form of the legislation 
will be, but all interested in honest and economical administration, as well as 
National Defense, will oppose the detail of officers away from Army control and 
the removal from their direction of work essential for the welfare of the Nation.

House Military Chairman and Army Reduction—Representative John J. Me- 
Swain, (Democrat), South Carolina, chairman of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, believes there is “a lot of driftwood” in the Army that could be 
eliminated without impairing the efficiency of the service. t 

Asked what he meant by “driftwood,” Representative McSwain said he re- 
ferred to “officers who are indifferent to their duties.” 

“I think there are a lot of Army officers who are loafing on the job,” the 
South Carolina representative told the Journal. “Don’t ask me how many, be- 
cause I don’t know. But I do know there are some.” 

Asked point blank whether he favored a cut of 2,000 in the Army’s official 
personnel, which reports have it are incorporated in the pending War Depart- 
ment Supply bill, Mr. McSwain said he was “not for any action that would in- 
terfere with the effectiveness of National Defense.” 

The Military Affairs Committee chairman lauded the present R.O.T.C. set 
up, and declared he “certainly was not in favor of any curtailment there.” 

“In my opinion that’s the best investment in National Defense we have,” he 
said. “These men are rendering a loyal and pétriotic service, and are costing the 
Government little or nothing. In most cases the Army doesn’t even pay for a 
place for them to meet.” 

In his interview with the Journal, Representative McSwain reiterated his 
stand in favor of consolidation of the Army and Navy into one department. He 
estimated the move would save about $50,000,000 a year. 

“But that isn’t the reason I am so strongly in favor of it,” he said. “The big 
thing it would accomplish would be in the elimination of petty jealousies and 
bickerings between the departments. The Army is always complaining that the 
Navy was allowed so much for a flying field or something they didn’t have, and 
vice versa.” 

“Jealousies would not continue to exist between the Services if they were 
amalgamated into one department,” he said, “at least, not in the big things. 
There would be one boss, and he,could tell them where to get off. Of course, it 
wouldn’t eliminate all of the ‘schoolboy’ talk. There would still be some of them 
going around claiming that the Navy was better than the Army or the Army 
was better than the Navy. I call that schoolboy talk. Consolidation wouldn’t 
eliminate that.” 

The Military Affairs Committee is still “tied up” with Muscles Shoals and 
will be for an indefinite period, awaiting the report of its special subcommittee, 
Mr. McSwain said. He said it is impossible meanwhile to take up any other Army 
bills, due to the number of subcommittee members whose time is taken up with 
Muscles Shoals.

Promotion on Retirement—Secretary of War Patrick J. Hurley Thursday ree- 
ommended against a favorable report on the Sheppard bill to authorize retire- 
ment promotion of officers in recognition of war services, in a letter forwarded 
to the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 


“The War Department appreciates the value of the service which these 


officers have rendered to the nation in times of emergency, but cannot recom- 
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mend the bestowal of such broad indiscriminate award which is so all inclusive 
as to carry little distinction,” Secretary Hurley said. 

“The War Department favored the legislation which was enacted as the Act 
of June 21, 1930, and which authorizes the advancement of officers to their old 
war rank upon retirement. That legislation is considered to constitute a proper 
and sufficient recognition of. actual service rendered in the World War, and its 
adoption is believed to render unnecessary, for the present at least, any further 
general provisions for advanced rank on retirement.” 

The Sheppard bill would embrace veterans of the World War, Spanish-Ameri. 
ean War, Philippine Insurrection and the Boxer Rebellion. Active officers would 
be advanced in rank on retirement one grade above that held on the active list 
or to the highest rank they may have held in any war. Retired officers would 
be advanced one grade if not already advanced under the act of-June 21, 1930, 
or to the highest rank held in any war. 

The bill prohibits any increase in active or retired pay, and would occasion 


no increase in expenditures.

The British National Defense Budget—In spite of the reduction by 5 per cent of 
the estimates for the support of the British Army, Navy and Air Forces during 
the coming years, there will be no reduction in strength. Under the London 
Treaty, the Navy scrapped two old battleships which do not appear in the new 
estimates. However, the heads of the Services are much concerned over the 
cuts. Lord Hailsham, Secretary of War. thus comments: 

“The reduction is achieved with the greatest difficulty by resorting te 
drastic suspension or retardation of many services which are essential to the well 
being and efficiency of the Army. The principal further saving obtained will be 
by the cancellation of the annual training in camp of the territorial army and a 
supplementary reserve, while the field training of the Regular Army is cure 
tailed. For the rest, unhappily, it has been found necessary to postpone still 
further improvement or replacement of barracks and huts which are falling be- 
low the required standards. Summarizing the financial effects of the measures 
taken, I would observe that, while the strength of the Army remains prace 
tically unaltered, savings of a continuing character (always subject to questions 
of future prices) have been effected to the extent of nearly two million pounds, 
while temporary reductions amount approximately to one and a half million 
pounds.” 











Lord Londonderry, the Air Minister, stated: 

“There has been no option but to sacrifice a number of important items in 
the program, but efforts have been concentrated on producing the results dee 
manded by the Nation’s necessities with a minimum loss of efficiency. In pare 
ticular, no action has been or will be taken which might in any way adversely 
affect the safety of the flying personnel.” 

Sir B. E. Eyres-Monsell, First Lord of the Admiralty, reported: 

“The total—50,500,000 pounds—is fixed with a strict reference to the needs 
of the financial situation, and must not be regarded as adequate provision for 
the needs of the Navy. On the contrary, I am satisfied that on the basis of 
considering the actual requirements not even the most rigid scrutiny could have 
justified the restrictions of naval estimates to such a figure. It will, I think, be 
clear that it would not be possible to frame future Navy estimates on the same 
basis as adopted this year without making the most serious inroads into the 
strength and efficiency of the Fleet.”

French Unification of National Defense—In support of the proposal to create a 
Department of National Defense, Speaker Garner and members of Congress fae 
voring it are citing the recent action of the Tardieu Ministry in France. The 
three French branches, Army, Navy and Aviation, have been organized into a 
single department under the control of Francois Pietri, Minister of Colonies 
while the London conference was sitting, and Minister of the Budget in the 
Laval Ministry. The single department was created, according to the informa- 
tion received in Washington, upon the recommendation of military and naval 
experts. The advantages claimed for it are that French security will be in- 
creased and it will be less expensive to operate. It will be recalled that the 
French created a separate Air Ministry four years ago. It was believed that 
such « Ministry would assure air domination by the French. But this hope was 
not realized. The Ministry was criticized because its planes were slower than 
those of neighboring nations, the lagging of military behind civilian aviation, 
and the failure to develop new models. Dissatisfied with the situation, the Army 
and Navy experts concluded that it would be wiser to merge the three depart- 
ments, and thus place the air under the control of the General Staff, the head 
of which is Marshal Petain, who also is Inspector General of the Air Force. It 
is pointed out by War Department officials that there is no analogy between 
what has happened in France and what it proposed in Congress. The American 
Air forces are parts of the Army and Navy and are under their control; and 
that is what France has accomplished by the merger, which subordinates the Air 
to Marshal Petain.

Military Plane of New Design to Be Tested—A new departure in the design of 
a military type airplane, an Observation type, model designation YO-40, con- 
structed by the Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor Company, Incorporated, was just 
received at the Material Division of the Air Corps at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. 
This airplane dffiers from the high wing monoplane in that it is a sesquiplane, 
the lower wing being of the stub type. 

Embodying the latest model of metal construction, this new Observation 
ship is equipped with the retractable landing gear, a feature which is calculated 
to increase its speed, and is powered with a Wright “Cyclone” engine. It is to 
be subjected to extensive tests by Air Corps pilots to determine its suitability 
for use in the military service.

National Defense Department Bill “Sleeping”—-The War and Navy Department 
consolidation bill, which Chairman John J. Cochran (Democrat), Missouri, has 
failed in three efforts to report out of his House Expenditures Committee, is 
“just taking « little nap,” he told the committee Thursday. 

His statement was made in reply to a question by Representative John C. 
Shafer (Republican), Wisconsin, who asked what its status was. 

“We just want to know, so we can agree to let it sleep until after the Housé 
Economy Committee makes its report,” he said. 

Meanwhile Chairman Joseph W. Byrns, of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, obtained a rule from the House to permit his special economy committe 
tc introduce reorganization bills if it wishes to. The rule extends the date for 
its report from April 15 until the close of the session. 

Speculation has arisen as to how much the. expenditures committee is dup- 
licating the work of the economy committee. Byrns’ move indicates the speci 
committee plans to introduce its own sonsolidation. measures, without regard fo? 
the expenditures committee’s program.

Qualification in Arms—A new Army regulation, AR 1740-10, Qualification in 
Arms, is now beieng distributed to the Service. Although the regulation itself is 
new the material therein has been taken from the series 150 of Training Regula- 
tions. AR 1740-10 incorporates in one publication all the information on that 
subject which heretofore has been scattered through the training regulations. 
It marks a step toward simplification and consolidation of this type of service 
information and regulation. 

Covered in the new regulation 1s general information regarding duties of com- 
manders, practice seasons, personnel, qualification, ammunition, compensation, 
badges, records and reports. There are sections devoted to the rifle, autamatic 
rifle, machine gun, 37-mm. gun and 38-inch trench mortar, bayonet, pistol (dis- 
mounted), pistol (mounted), sabre, tank weapons, other weapons and competitions.

Army Motion Pictures—The War Department, in Circular No. 7, now being dis- | 
tributed, is announcing that hereafter civilians who are not residents or perma- 
nent employes of an Army post will be charged, when attending motion picture 
performances at Army Posts, an admission price not less than the highest price 
charged by neighboring civilian motion picture theaters for orchestra seats at 
motion picture performances. 

The new provision, which will be incorporated in AR 210-390 as a substi- 
tute for paragraph 7 of that regulation, reads as follows: 

“Admission charge—The charge for admission for officers and enlisted men 
and their families and for civilians who are residents or permanent employes of , 
the post will be as announced by the War Department from time to time. 


“Within the continental limits of the United States, the charge for admission 
for civilians who are not residents or permanent employes of the post will be 
not less than the highest price charged by neighboring civilian motion picture 
theaters for orchestra seats at motion picture performances.” 

In addition AR 210-390 will be ehanged regarding motion picture coupon 
books by the addition of the following subparagraph: “Panama Canal Depart- 
ment Motion Picture Service—Money collected by finance officers as due the 
Panama Canal Department Motion Picture Service will be forwarded to the 
Manager and Treasurer, Panama Canal Department Motion Picture Service, 
Quarry Heights, Canal Zone.

Sub-caliber Machine Gun—What appears to be a satisfactory caliber .22 machine 
gun has been completed under a War Department contract with David M. Wil- 
liams, of Godwin, N. C., and delivered to the Ordnance Department. 

Preliminary firing tests were conducted and the gun functioned very satis- 
factorily. Further firing tests were conducted at Ft. Myer before representatives 
of the General Staff, Chief of Infantry and other interested personnel with satis- 
factory results. 

The mechanism of this gun was designed to operate with the standard 
Browning Caliber .30 M1917 mechanism and use caliber .22 ammunition. An | 
auxiliary feedway is interposed in the standard feedway of the gun, the feeding | 
stroke has been reduced to handle the small cartridge and a web belt is used. | 
The extraction from the belt and the feeding is somewhat similar to the standard | 
Browning action, making it a particularly desirable method of operation for | 
training purposes. 

A need has long been felt for a satisfactory gun of this type developed along 
such lines as would lend itself to Service training. Sufficient machine gun prac- 
tice and training is difficult to obtain under the limited allowances of .30 caliber | 
ammunition. Using .22 caliber ammuniti6n the training could be enormously 
Increased with no increase in funds expended for ammunition. Another impor- 
tant item is the fact that practice with a .22 caliber machine gun would not entail 
a= great safety precautions as would the .30 caliber. Furthermore the .22 caliber | 
could be used indoors, a great boon to National Guard training. j

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Additional USNR Training 


JPRESPECTIVE of the number of 
officers and men of the seagoing 
branch of the Naval Reserve, who have 
already been given training duty since 
July 1, an additional number, 282 offi- 


cers and 372 enlisted men, may be given | 


fifteen days’ training duty with pay 
during the period from Jan. 1, 1930, to 
June 30, 1932, the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion announces. These revised quotas 
do not apply to officers of the aviation 
branch of the Naval Reserve, no change 
is made in previously assigned quotas 
for this branch. 

Since training duty for organizations 
of the Fleet Naval Reserve has already 
been completed for this fiscal year, it 
is not desired that any officers or men 
of the Fleet Naval Reserve be given 
training duty during the balance of the 
year (except those who are to cruise 
with their divisions starting the latter 
part of June as a charge against the 
1933 quotas). It is therefore directed 
that the training duty assigned under 
these revised quotas, be confined to 
members of the Volunteer Naval Re- 
serve. In the Commandant’s discretion, 
officers and men are interchangeable 
in the ratio of three men to one officer. 

In selecting the officers and men to 
be given this training duty, no officer or 
man should be allowed more than fif- 
teen days’ training duty with pay dur- 
ing the fiscal year. It is desired that 
officers who have had no training duty 
during the past two or three years be 
given preference over those who have 
had such duty. Officers for General 
Service should be given first preference, 
especially those requiring additional 
training periods as a pre-requisite to 
promotion. Officers of Classes C-V(S) 
and I-V(S) should be given preference 
over the other Special Service classes 
in the order named.

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Naval Reserve Retirement 


GE in grade retirement for officers 
A of the Naval Reserve will be asked 
for in the next Congress, under plans 
of the Bureau of Navigation, revealed 
in a letter to the Naval Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association, which was made 
public last week. 

The Bureau, replying to the request 
of the Association that the entire 
project be held in abeyance for one 
vear, declares that although the mat- 
ter must be given due consideration, 


some start should be made in the near | 


future, and asks for an agreement 
with officials of the Association so that 
a proposed bill can be drawn up and 
presented for ratification at the next 
annual convention. This action is de- 
sired, it is said, “so that we will be 
in shape to ask its enactment when 
Congress convenes in March of 1933.” 


At the convention of the Association 


held in Washington in January, the | 


question of enforced retirement for Re- 
serve Officers was one of the principal 
topics under discussion, and the con- 
vention finally went on record in favor 
of postponing any action in the matter 
for one year, and the Bureau of Nav- 
jgation was requested to hold up their 
plans for this long. 

Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, in his 
letter to Lt. Comdr. M. R. Wortley, 
USNR, President of the U. S. Naval 
Reserve Officers’ Association, on the 
subject, also made it known that the 
revised factors which have been ap- 
proved for use of the Inspection Board 
will not go into effect until next year. 
He stated, however, that the Inspection 
Board will continue to count against a 
division as turnover any Reservist who 
severs his connection therewith. The 
Association had recommended that 
when enlisted in the Regular Navy or 
entered the Naval Academy this should 
not be counted as turnover. 

Admiral Upham also stated that at 
present there are no questions pending 
which would warrant a conference be- 
ing held similar to the Pope Board of 
last June as had been recommended.

tically all present Reserve Officers and 
a great many more. 

It was also felt that if the regular 
establishment was forced to reduce as 
a result of International agreement 
and if, as # result thereof, the Depart- 
ment decided to adopt a policy of in- 
creasing the size of the Reserve, we 
would need all of our present officers 
to assist in such a program of expan- 
sion. It was also pointed out that this 
might become necessary if the policy 
of rotating ships in full commission is 
followed out. It was also pointed out 
that the quota of officers is not filled 
at the present time and that it did 
not seem logical to provide for the 
elimination of officers, at least, until 
such time as the quotas in the various 
grades are filled. 

Retirement for age in grade quite 
naturally also involves promotion and 
some felt that the legislation now pend- 
ing for extra numbers in special serv-. 
ice classes also had a bearing on the 
matter. 

Will you kindly advise if the De- 
partment is agreeable to holding the

Payment of Troops 


PANAMA Canal Department Regula- 
tions regarding payment of troops 
have been changed to read as follows: 
“Payment of troops will be made 
in person by the Finance Officer or his 
agents. Post commanders who desire 
funds to be turned over to organiza- 
tion commanders for payment to their 
respective organizations will detail in 
their pay orders such organization 
commanders by name as agent officers 
for the purpose of paying their re- 
spective organizations. 

“Funds will be transferred to agent 
officers as prescribed in Army Regula- 
tions 35-320, paragraphs 4, a and 
4, ¢ 

“Two copies of the pay order car- 
rying detail of agent officers will be 
sent to the Finance Officer, Quarry 
Heights, C. Z., at least five days prior 
to date of payment. 

“The payment of troops by what- 
ever manner authorized in these regu- 
lations will be in the nature of a mili- 
tary formation with side arms, and 
will be conducted accordingly. The 
pay order issued by the post com- 
mander will prescribe the uniform to 
be worn. 

“Every man who is to receive pay 
will be required to attend the pay 
formation unless his duties elsewhere 
require his presence thereat. con- 
tinuously.”

MAY navy yards are almost as old 
as the government itself. 

were located in the early days to meet 
the then needs of a comparatively 
small navy of wooden sailing ships, 
where these ships could be rigged and 
outfitted for service and to serve as 
shore bases for supplies, armament and 
personnel. The primary function of 
the navy yard then and now is to 
serve as an adequate base for naval 
operations in time of peace and war. 
In time of war this function becomes 
a particularly important one and the 
readiness to serve this purpose is se- 
verely handicapped if the navy yard 
takes on the additional function of a 
shipyard for naval construction. In 
time of war all the facilities and per- 
sonnel would be needed for the primary 
function and any new shipbuilding go- 
ing on would probably be discontinued 
or at best be greatly restricted. 

It is plain that the allocating of new 
shipbuilding to navy yards is based en- 
tirely on political considerations. It 
cannot be justified on any grounds of 
economy or efficiency for the naval 
establishment. 


There are none of the 
neentives for doing the work quickly 
and at the lowest possible cost that 
there are in private yards. The re- 
sponsible officers in charge of building 
a ship in a navy yard are not faced 
with the problem of making both ends 
meet, of meeting a specific time sched-

for the vard. Consequently the whole 
system is economically wrong. 

In giving new shipbuilding to navy 
yards, other and serious considerations 
must be faced. The combined facili- 
ties of all the navy yards in new ship- 
building is utterly inadequate for tak- 
ing care of the new shipbuilding needs 
of a first class naval power. The coun- 
try must depend on private shipyards 
even in ordinary times, while in times 
of emergency fully equipped private 
shipyards with experience in naval 
building, are a vital necessity. 

Private shipyards cannot continue 
in business and keep up the necessary 
standards of personnel and plant un- 
less sufficient encouragement is given 
by orders for naval ships.

at public servants by cheap villifica- 


tion and misrepresentation, no matter 
how high and holy the office of the 
would-be agent of righteousness. To 
the church there lies open only one 
legitimate avenue with its twofold ob- 
ligation, to implant in its constituency 
the spirit of love and heroic self-sacri- 
fice for the right, as taught by the 
Master, and the education of citizens 
in an honest and conscientious per- 
formance of their duties of .citizen- 
ship. Certainly it should then be able 
to trust them to produce such a gov- 
ernment as their enlightened con- 
sciences shall demand. 


Assaults on Court 

In this connection I may mention a re- 
cent flagrant offence against the rules 
* . 
of the game perpetrated by a prominent 
clergyman of the country. A few weeks 
ago one of the most distinguished of 
our number gave expression to a bit- 
ter tirade over the radio against the 


| highest court in the United States in 


such a spirit as was calculated to give 
courage and comfort to every actual 
amd potential law-breaker in the land, 
and to discourage all those public 
servants whose opinions and con- 
conscientious convictions might not co- 
incide with those of the speaker. And 
the most regrettable thing in that con- 
nection was the negative nature of the 
sermon. It was almost wholly de- 
structive. No remedy was suggested 
by the clergyman and no conclusion 
could be drawn save the one, that the 
conscience of si] other citizens of the 
country, including the Supreme Court, 
should slavishly conform to the con- 
science of the speaker. And be it said 
that he on his part failed to produce 
any convincing argument or scriptural 
basis for the acceptance of him as the 
repository of conscience for the rest 
of humanity. 

But you are asking “What assurance 


have we that our duly elected govern- | misunderstood 


mental representatives may not some 
day misrepresent the will of their con- 
stituency and pull us into an unjustifi- 
able war? Why not get a pledge from 
the government beforehand giving us 
exemption under such a situation.” 
Cam not the citizens of a democratic 
government trust their own elected 
representatives in war as in peace? 
Are they on their part as intelligent 
and enfranchised citizens using the 
legitimate material means for direct- 
ing the policies of government, name- 
ly, the primaries and the ballot? Has 
not the government played fairly with 
When in the 
history of the Nation has ever a clergy- 


incapacitated or a bona fide con- 
scientious objector been required to 
bear arms? 
you can not trust a representative gov- 
ernment to deal fairly with you, that 
representative government, by the au- 
thority of millions of faithful citizens, 


that it will not trust you. Citizenship 
is a high privilege and a holy trust 
and contemptible is the man who be- 
trays that trust, and almost equally 
contemptible is he who, being in pos- 
session of the franchise, can not trust 
his own government. 

But let us examine the exigency 
against which so many indiscriminate 


invectives have recently been hurled. | 


Actually what is war? For we need 
to know a thing to be able accurately 
to appraise it. 
Nature of War 

War, as the average Christian un- 
derstands it, is that interminable strife 
that is going on in the world between 
the forces of justice, freedom and right 
against the forces of injustice, oppres- 
sion and wrong. And whether the cam- 
paign be warfare of an individual] or 
small group pitted against ruthless kid- 
napers, a municipality against bank 
robbers and gunmen, a state against 
a traffic in alcohol and narcotics, @ 
great government against vice, crime 
and corruption in office, or a nation 
against a barbarous and predatory 
neighbor nation, the warfare is only 
a matter of degree and the ethical na- 
ture of the conflict identical. A trap- 
per murderer in Canada butchering 
the agent of the state, snipers and 
brigands in the District of Columbia 
defying the police, a band of kid- 
napers robbing = cradle of a golden 
haired little boy, and military opera- 
tions across the seas in violation of 
anti-war treaty agreements—all of

these are part and parcel of the same 
thing, warfare. 

Are we prepared to disarm against 
and make a truce with brigands, bur. 
glars, thugs and kidnapers? And if not 
what right have we judging from the 
past and the appalling testimony of 
the present, to believe that we slone 
can disarm against national brigand- 
age? Are nations inherently better 
than the individuals that compose them 
and direct their policies? Are we pre. 
pared to submit our free institutions 
and even our religion to the arbitra. 
ment and dominion of atheistic com. 
munism? Is not the American brand 
of civilization worth fighting for if 
necessary ? 

The past history of our country is 
eloquent with the deeds of heroic men 
who loved right and justice better than 
life. And whether the issues were co- 
lonial rights, the enslavement of a race 
of human brothers, an oppressed and 
exploited island people at our door- 
steps, or the rights of small nations 
and the perpetuity of democratic in- 
stitutions, our sires and our comrades 
have gone forth courageously to battle 
and gloriously to die for justice and 
the eternal right against injustice and 
eternal wrong. And be it said about 
these national sacrifices of ours that 
they were not mde until after it had 
been definitely determined in each in- 
stance that peaceful and diplomatic 
measures had utterly failed to accom. 
plish justice. 

As a safe and sane diagnostician of 
the world’s ills the Church should not 
lose sight of another patent fart, 
namely, that war is not a disease at 
all but. one of the painful symptoms 
of a disease far more appalling than 
war itself. She should also be sble to 
see that the disease, of which war is 
only one symptom, is not a skin dis- 
ease but one that lies deep in the 
blood stream of humanity. 

Dark Ages’ Cures 

In _ ancient days the nature of our 
physical ailments were almost totally 
t Consequently witch- 
craft and incantations were resorted to 


| for cures. Later on came the era of 
| poultices and purges, when all manner 


of drenchings and dopings were re- 


' sorted to with all efforts directed to- 


wards the symptoms. Then came the 
present practice of immunizing the 


| very blood stream itself. 


Did it never occur to you that some 
of our pacifist visionaries areseeking 
to administer the dark ages remedy in 
reference to discordant relations be- 
tween individuals and nations? The 
disease is not war but injustice, 
“man’s” inhumanity to man,” sin in 
the individual heart, and calls for the 
nation’s blood 
stream by the power of religion in in- 
dividual lives. 

One obscure Sunday school teacher 


Scoutmaster teaching the principle of 
fair play to a group of adolescents, 
one devout and humble pastor preach- 
ing the principle of fair play to a 
group of adolescents, one devout hum- 
ble pastor preaching the new birth 
through the indwelling spirit of 
Christ, is doing more to stop war than 
all the blatant pacifists that fill the 
air with the static of their disjointed 
dreams and their illogical tirades 
against their own government. 

Peace, to be effective internationally, 
must first be effective in the heart, 
in the home, in the nighborhood. And 
who are we with almost the highest 
divorce rate in the world and the high- 


| est crime rate under the sun—who are 


we to preach peace from the housetop 
when our own house is known to con- 
tain more war than any other house in 
the world? Rather let us hang our 
heads in shame and set about putting 
our own house in order. Let us clean 
up vice and crime and warfare under 
our very noses before we pose as eX- 
amples for universal imitation. Let us 
cease our incantations and our poul- 
tices. Let us stop painting the pump 
to purify the well. Let the church di- 
rect all her energies at the regenera- 
tion of her constituency and trust the 
running of the state to that regenerate 
and enlightened citizenship. 
Headed for Defeat 

The Church, by her advocacy of dis- 
armament as the principal remedy for 
human discord, is headed straight up 
a blind alley in which she will either 
meet certain defeat or have extreme 
danger in making their exit. I refer 
to the fact that the matter of disarm

ing mankind of weapons of warfare is 
purely a material and mechanical ex- 
pedient, whereas the obvious and avow- 
ed field of conquest of the church is 
in the spiritual realm, 

It is true the church has her tangible 
tasks, but superintending the material 
defense of the land and directing police 
action against crime and a thousand 
other functions of civil government are 
not among her legitimate tasks. And 
when she deserts or even neglects her 
great spiritual mission, the transforma- 
tion of individual human lives, a mis- 
sion shared by no other agency on 
earth, to usurp the functions rightly 
belonging to the civil government, she 
has betrayed her trust and played 
false with a world which sorely needs 
her spiritual ministration. 

Just a few weeks ago I sat through 
such a misdirected effort upon the 
part of a prominent Washington pas- 
tor. He pictured the horrors of war 
in graphic words, with all of which I 
was in perfect accord. He argued the 
erying need for reducing the load of 
armament upon the shoulders of heay- 
ily burdened humanity. And in that 
I found myself in complete agreement. 
But would you believe it, his sermon 
went no further! He offered as his 
sole solution the artifical expedient of 
taking modern arms from the human 
family, with the clearly inferred con- 
clusion that such an artifice would 
bring about a millenium of peace and 
brotherhood. Pull the fangs and cut 
the claws of the tiger, and presto, he 
is a house cat ready to lie down with 
the lamb! Had he even vaguely hint- 
ed that our own diabolical human 
natures, even those of some whose 
names were on his church rolls, should 
first be melted and transformed by 
the indwelling love of a crucified 
Christ, there would have been hope. 
But he raved and cried about guns and 
bayonets and poison gas, but made no 
reference to the still small voice which 
can make itself heard in the human 
heart over the tumults and battles of 
life of every sort. 

“Half Baked” Pacifists 

To hear some of our half baked paci- 
fists talk of the waste of war in men 
and money you would think the most 
valuable things in the universe are 
property and human life. And yet I 
submit to you, in the light of the his- 
tory of our civilization, and in the 
light of Calvary, that there are things 
that far outweigh the physical life of 
a man or the lives of a million men. 
The bodies of men are as the coral 
polyps laid down as building stones of 
a more perfect civilization which lies 


beyond. You and I come and labor and | 


sacrifice and are gone, but the prin- 
ciples for which we give our labor and 
perhaps our lives march on. 

Is there any idle dreamer who will 
dare to say that the principles for 
which our Revolutionary sires fought 
were not worth the human sacrifice 
that they cost? Who is ready to say 
that the freedom and happiness of mil- 


lions of our colored brethren now and | 


in the years to come are not worth 
every drop of blood poured out for 
them from Moultrie to Appomattox? 

Surely the church with her sacrifi- 
cial foundation, her crucified Christ, 
should be the very last institution to 
deify the human body above those 
everlasting principles which are price- 
less to the human famliy! Does she 
recognize no crusade in all the universe 
that can justify its cost of men and 
money? Has she bartered her soul 
and her mission for property and the 
physical bodies of men? 

And what, may we ask, was the 
mind of the Master in the matter of 
loyalty to the government? Ask those 
troublemakers who questioned -Jewish 
Allegiance to Caesar. “Show me the 


coin of the realm,” said he. “Whose 
image and superscription is this?” 
“Caesar’s.” “Then if Caesar assures 


you a stable government, render ma- 
terial allegiance to Caesar and spiri- 
tual allegiance to God.” 

What was the Master’s attitude to- 
wards the use of physical force 
against unrighteousness? Did he be- 
lieve in non-resistance when dear prin- 
ciples were at stake? Ask the money 
changers in the Temple whose tables 
were overturnd and who were chased 
out of the sacred place by the indig- 
nant Christ to the tune of the crack 
of a whip of leather thongs. 

The Military Profession 

And what did the Master think of 
the military profession? Not one word 
of condemnation. But on the contrary 





“I have not found so great faith, no 
not in Israei.” 

What did he think of armed. resist- 
ance on the part of himself and his 
followers when priceless principles 
were involved? Listen to his words— 
“I came not to send peace, but a 
sword.” And again when he knew that 
he was about to be betrayed: “He that 
hath no sword, let him sell his coat and 
buy one.” And to what use were these 
swords to be put? Were they for split- 
ting the wood or stirring the soup or 
peeling the potatoes? There was only 
one possible use for that implement 
then as now, and our Master by order- 
ing swords certainly meant them to be 
used if and whenever needed. But 
when he later saw that further resist- 
ance on that immediate occasion would 
be vain and suicidal he commanded, 
ir substance: “Put the sword into its 
sheath, for to use it further now will 
be suicidal,” a statement meant for 
that sole occasion but often twisted 
into general application. 

Certainly the Master taught non-re- 
sistance on the part of his followers, 
but only when individual and selfish 
rights were violated. The admonition 
to non-resistance -was never meant to 
apply when the innocent and the weak 
were victimized or when priceless prin- 
ciples were at stake. Do you for once 
believe he would have remained passive 
had his own mother or a helpless child 
been assaulted? 

Loyalty then 1s the keystone in the 
arch of obligations of the Church. And 
if that loyalty leads to sacrifice, even 
to the sacrifice of life itself, for the 
weak and the oppressed, for the prin- 
ciples of honor, freedom, righteousness 
and justice between man and man, then 
the path of duty for the Church lies 
on the road of sacrifice, the road which 
her Master did not refuse to tread. 
Quoting from the words of a recent 
writer on this subject, “Men want 
peace, but they want justice more, for 
they see that the world’s great tragedy 
is not war but injustice. War is the 
bitter fruit of injustice, but sane men 
will never give injustice sovereignty 
over the world in order to avoid war.” 
For “Greater love hath no man than 
this that a man lay down his life for 
his friends.”

GECRETARY OF WAR HURLEY, in 

addressing the States Adjutants 
General in convention in Washington 
Monday, promised that the War De- 
partment will do “everything in its 
power to keep both the Regular Army 
and the National Guard up to the re- 
quired standards of National Defense.” 

“Tt is with great pleasure and con- 
siderable pride that I greet you today 
and bid you welcome to Washington,” 
Secretary Hurley said. 

“As a former National Guardsman, I 
salute you and the sovereign states 
you represent.

chivalrous and heroic soldiers of the 
National Guard organization whose 
valor has left a brilliant and indelible 
mark on the record of the armed forces 
of our nation. As Secretary of War, 
I recognize the National Guard in its 
rightful place in the first line defense 
of our country. 

“The ideal of «# strong National 
Guard in the first line defense of this 
country is as old as our nation itself.
